Italy’s Star 
Ascending 


Rome-Berlin Axis Believed 
Weakened By Britain's 


Call On Mussolini

Italy’s star appeared momentarily in 
ithe ascendancy today’ as Europe em- 
erged from a hectic week during which 
it seemed at first that Hitler and Mus- 
solini were getting together for a joint 
drive against the democracies. 

When the situation simmered down, 
however, the Rome-Berlin axis did not 
emerge as a stronger union—in fact, 
there were grounds for suspicion that 
Britain had weakened it by going 
through the back door into Italy and 
leaving Hitler to wonder where he 
would stand when the British-Italian 
negotiations were concluded. 

Mussolini gained two major victories. 
The first was persuading Britain to 
cpen negotiations which probably wil 
result in Britain’s recognition of the 
Ethiopian conquest. 

The second was the decision of the 
Balkan entente, composed of Turkey, 
Greece, Jugoslavia and Roumania, to 
recognize the conquest.
